Sir Francis Saw California 
I'wo Centuries Before the 
Spanish Don, but Latter’s 
Visit Caused Settlement.

HAT are relative rights of Don 
Gaspar de Portola and Sir Fran- 
cix Drake to the honor of the discovery 
of San Francisco bay? . This question 
naturally grows out of the fete which 
patriotic San Francisco has been giving, 
based upon the coming of the old hidalgo 
“Governor. A California reader of The 
Christian Seience Monitor has requested 
the historical facts concerning the dig- 
covery of the bay, saying: 

“We were taught in the public schools 
that Sir Francis Drake was the first to 
sight and fiame San Francisco bay, and 
a Jarge cross on a sandhill back of San 
Francisco is pointed out to the tourist 
as the spot where he stood and marked 
his discovery. Don Portola is a new 
name to the native Californian, and it 
would be. of interest to learn what foun- 
dation there is for the claims now being 
made, and why the honors have been 
taken from Sir Fyancis Drake.” 

The question which of these histor- 
jon! characters deserves the credit for 
giving the world the site of the present 
beautiful and enterprising metropolis 
that stands by the Golden Gate has occu- 
pied the attention of historians, in Cali- 
fornia and elsewhere, not merely while 
the festival has been in prospect, but 
for a number of years. So far as is 
known, however, there is no question as 
tu the actuality of the fact of either one.

Previous to that, the present state of 
California had been, discovered by J. R. 
Cabrillo, a Portuguese navigator in the 
Spanish service, in 1542. He named Cape 
Mendoza, Mendocino, and the Faral- 
Jones islands. The country was again 
explored by the Spaniard Sebastian Vis- 
cayvno, in 1602, but no attempt was made 
at’settlement until 1769, when a mission 
was established at San Diego. The same

NEW YORK TRIBUNE—Without at- 
tempting to prejudge the equity of Ja- 
pan’s course, pending the completion by 
the department of state of its investiga- 
tion, it is obvious that the conditions 
in lower 
Manchuria are little different from those 
which confronted Russia before the re- 
cent war. 

CHICAGO RECORD-HERALD—Japan’s 
operations and methods in Manchuria 
have been under discussion for many 
months, and there have been intimations 
from Washimwgzton that her railroad agree- 
ment with China, rather hastily conclud- 
ed, contained provisions that were re- 
pugnant to the open door policy. 


MONTREAL STAR—Japan has for- 
mally notified China that, while she does 
not intend to obstruct that government, 
yet she will maintain her right to be con- 
sulted with respect to Manchurian rail- 
ways.

NATIONAL PROBLEM 


Naturalization Experts Agree 
on the Chinese and Japan- 
ese, but Differ About the 


Turks, Armenians, Etc. 


DISC®SS NEW PHASE 


WASHINGTON — The _—_ government, 


through the division of naturalization 
of the department of commerce and la- 
bor, is engaged in a spirited discussion; 
with clerks of state courts in many 
places throughout the country, as to 
whether Asiatica may become citizens 
of the United’ States. It is the opinion 
of the government that 
barred, both under the laws and under the 


. .» * 
Asiaties are 


intepretation of those laws by the courts. 
In the states where there are numbers 


of certain kinds of Asiatic immigrants, 
however, there has been a tendency on 
the part of local officials to call into 
question the soundness of the govern- 
ment’s position, and it is altogether 
likely that many of the cases in ques- 
tion will, in due time, be taken up to 
the federal supreme court, with the re- 
sult that, eventually, there will be 
handed down by that distinguished body 
a line of decisions that will determine 
the question at issue for all time. 

The theory of the government is that 
the Asiatic civilization is so different 
in every important respect from the 
civilization Europe, on which our 
own is based, as to make the Asiatics 
undesirable for purposes of citizenship 
here. The Asiatics have different stand- 
ards from our own as to moral, social, 
domestic and affairs. These 
standards have been thousands of .years 
in the making, and therefore have be- 
come part of the people accepting 
It would be unwise, say the gov- 
ernment officials, to admit people of this 
sort to the privileges of American citi- 
zenship. 

This doctrine is not contested so far 
as certain of the Asiatic peoples are 
concerned. For intsance, nobody in this 
country questions the propricty of ap- 
plying it strictly to the Chinese and the 
Japanese and also to certain of the East 
and to the Malay race.

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TRE trip of 1165 miles down the Mississippi 
river, which began at St. Louis last evening 
and will end at New Orleans next Friday, 
was designed, of course, as part of the 
President's grand tour, and, to a large 
degree, was intended.to contribute to his 
pleasure. But it was also meant to serve 
another purpose. There is no one question 
in which the Mississippi valley is more 
deeply interested today than that of water 
transportation, although strange to say water transportation has been 
for years, and is now, largely a negligible quantity throughout the 
entire section. The Mississippi, the Missouri and the Ohio, and the 
tribytaries of these magnificent arteries, potentially capable of bear- 
ing the commerce of the world, have been for years, to all intents 
and purposes, flowing idly. The question is whether they shall con- 
tinue to flow in idleness, or whether they shall be employed as 
auxiliaries to the rail transportation system of the country. 

Recently, a corporation has been organized at St. Louts with 
the purpose of placihg a great freight-carrying equipment on the 
river as it is. A similar corporation has been organized in Kansas 
City. Sentiment has taken a more sensible turn, and there is now 
everywhere along the river a manifest impulse to build up the 
greatest water commerce possible by making use of the facilities and 
the channel at hand. 

Nevertheless, one of the purposes of the excursion to New 
Orleans that is now under way 1s to teach the President something 
about the Mississippi and its needs,-to win over his sympathy, if 
possible, so that in his communications to Congress he may talk 
intelligently and may be inclined to talk favorably with regard to 
such appropriations as the Lakes-to-the-Gulf deep waterway advo- 
cates now apply tor.

is popularly believed to be above the need of credit and the desire 
for it, and, in itself, this is no small testimonial of public regard. 

Jehind it all, however. as President Taft's remarks indicate, 
there is, even in his exalted station, a yearning for ordinary fair 
play.» It is too often the case that when a public man is doing his 
utmost to serve the people his motives are impugned and hts efforts 
belittled.

At 
Nrushevatz, in Servia, King Ferdinand of Bulgaria was reported the 
guest of the Servian crown prince, and M, Kokovtseff, the Russian 
hnance muster, was to have conferred at Kharbii, Manchuria. with 
Prince Ito, of the elder statesmgn of Japan. Everything points to 
the urgent necessity for Russia to concentrate her attention on the 
far east, and accordingly to provide for eventualities on her western 
border. Befare the Manchurian campaign she came to terms with 
Austria direct; now she appears to be doing so indirectly, through 


the country. 

There is unquestionably considérable dissatisfaction with the 
tariff. The belief is quite prevalent that it falls short of being either 
equitable or adequate in its treatment of a great subject. In some 
of the agricultural states the political leaders are very much disposed 
to make the tariff question an issue and to insist apon another revi- 
sion at an early cay. 

In the light of what the President says in relation to the farmer, 
which is true, and which everybody of intelligence knows to be true. 
ft is hardly worth while to ask whether the farmers will care to have 
existing conditions disturbed or imperiled, for the answer-is too 
simple and too obvious. 

The farmer is getting higher prices for his- products than ever 
before in the history of the country. This can have only one mean- 
ing, that whatever the cause, the country is able to pay more for 
farm products than ever before. This may not be due to the tariff. 
but in spite of it. It may be due to causes remote from all ordinary 
economic conditions. Whatever it may be attributable to. it is a 
fact, and a fact that neither the farmer-producer nor the city con- 
sumer at this moment will care to have upset by agitation. j 

This is why the insurgent cause will fail to arouse enthusiasm 
this year, or next year, or while the present wave of prosperity is 
rolling over the land. The main question will have to remain in 
abeyance for the time being, simply because for the time being the 


training will be to raise the standard of labor, and this, we take it, 
is what all workers desire.
